What is needed in a 
higher sense of honesty and 
right, which will prevent the 
oppression of the poor by those 
in power, and the inculcation of 
this principle is the business of 
the preachers of the country, 
rather than legisiators.”

“Preach direct the gospel and 
don’t use the text as a trapeze 
on which to do acrobatics before 
your audience.”

Pass position was given at s o'clock on 
the evening of March 9 At dawn of 
that day the Russians held a line on 
the Hun River from a point ten miles 
east of Fushun to Madyapu, the west 
front extending to a point six miles 
north of Mukden station. 

A terrible dust storm raged and ten- 
sion had reached its extreme limit. It 
was realized that if any point of the 
Russian fine gave way all would be 
lost.

TERRIFYING GLOOM.

Tit PASS (Manchuria) Friday,

The sa- 
ered ground remained guarded against 
vandalism by a few Russian sentries. 
Thursday evening, Gen. Rennen- 
kampff's detachment made a counter- 
attack on the Japanese and took three 
machine guns. He then retired from 
his strong position at Machuntan and 
fell back, making a stand in the hills 
several miles south of Fushun.

The fact is that 
to 9 per cent. of our people Griffith 
Park ie a terra incognita. There is 4 
strip of country within the park just 
across the hills from Hollywood, where 
the plain is dotted with picturesque 
park-like clumps of live oaks, that is 
unsurpassed in Southern California for 
quiet rural beauty. There should, of 
course, be no attempt to make of Grif- 
fth Park a formal succession of flower 
beds and lawns, like the smaller parks 
of the city. It should be kept in its 
natural state, adding growths suitable 
to the soll—which the government is 
furnishing—making winding roads and 
trails, and providing, at convenient 
places, faucets, tables and benches, so 
that picnic parties may gather there. 
The Council will easeurediy have the 
approval of all citizens who know this 
tract in expending freely for tts im- 
provement along judicious lines. The 
proper thing to do is to obtain the 
services of a thoroughly 
landscape gardener, have him make «a 
well-considered plan of improvement, 
and then carry i out from year to 
year on the continuous-appropriation 
system as the government does wi 
ite harbor improvements.

But can we be quite sure that today 
there ure no Turners, Millets or Cot- 
mans eating their hearts out, waiting, 
waiting, waiting? 

The painter, unlike some other art- 
iste, has always the satisfaction, how- 
ever, of doing his work, of revealing 
his soul, and of delivering his mes- 
sage to the world, though,like poor 
Cotman, he may die believing it was 
miscarried. Still, how Cotman must 
have reveled in his power when paint- 
ing such a noble picture as “Greta 
Bridge,” which is now iu the British 
Museum. The masterly decision of 
the drawing, the dignified breadth of 
composition and treatment; there is 
umbrageous massing of the trees, with 
a mountain crest white cloud loom- 
ing up from bebind them to give light 
and life to the sky Une; beneath the 
shadow of the bridge and its splendid 
arch is a cool, still depth of water 
which contrasts finely with the sunlit 
transparency of the river where it 
enters the middie distance. How it 
breaks. too, from somber shade into 
sparkling brilliance, as it goes danc- 
ing down the little rapids and ripples 
over the shallows. Cotman must have 
regarded that miserable eight shil- 
lings with feelings akin to the secret 
amusement of that Duke who, having 
courteously convoyed the timid old 
lady through the perils of the Man- 
sion House crossing. was by her pre- 
sented with three pence, in coppers, 
for his trouble.

American Schoo! at Paris. 

A very interesting project is now 
on foot. The American Nationa! Insti- 
tute has asked the city of Paris for 
the concession of a piece of common 
land for the erection of a palace to 
be oceupied, under the protection of 
the United States, by a school of fine 
arte analagous to the French Academy 
in Rome. The Municipal Council is 
in favor of the scheme, on two con- 


ditions—that the plans of the future 


palace shall be submitted to the ap- 
proval of the Paris Commission of 
Architecture, and that the United 
States government shall grant the 
American National Institute the sub- 
vention of 8250.00 on which it is reck- 
oning to complete the funds.
